Scholarly criticism will not be long in deciding that Professor Baird has written the classic of 
his subject—the book which will be to it, in authority and thoroughness, what Motley’s and Pres. 
cott’s works have been to other great passages of European history. The rise of the Protestants 
of France was one of the most important, as it was one of the most brilliant and heroic, of those 
great struggles for civil and religious liberty that followed the Reformation. 

The intense action and the striking scenes included in the half-century which these volumes 
cover make up a story which could not be read even in the dullest annals without excitement. 
Professor Baird has told it with a vigor and force which make it stir the reader with the true 
Spirit and feeling of the time. The high praise may be given to his history, that, accurate and 
judicial as it is, it cannot be read coldly. 

There is no need to speak of the scholarship of the work. Its narrative is based upon a close 
study, not only of the great array of original histories and memoirs which have long since found 
their way into print, but of which many are rare or little known ; but also of the extremely copious 
material, in the form of diplomatic and private correspondence, journals, etc., which has recently 
become accessible to the historical student. It is as exhaustive as it is able, and critical opinion 
will welcome it as an addition to the worthiest rank of American historical writings.

PREPARING FOR HOLIDAY TRADE. 


THERE is nothing like taking time by the 
forelock, and nowhere is this more true than in 
respect to the holiday book trade, and never 
will it be more true than in this year of grace 
1879. It isa frequent mistake of booksellers 
to put off the ordering of their holiday goods 
until very late, or to order in such small quan- 
tities as to run out of desirable goods at the 
first demand. There has been a good deal of 
excuse for this of late years in the dulness of 
the times and the uncertainty of sales; but this 
year, while we have been hesitant to endorse 
the very rose-colored views which many have 
held as to the immediate effect of reviving pros- 
perity on the book trade, we think it strongly 
assured that by holiday time this prosperity will 
be markedly felt in the retail bookstores. And 
while in economical holiday times people can 
be induced to fall back on books because they 
are the cheapest presents, in good times they 
are ready to buy other things and more books 
too. There is every evidence that general trade 
is vastly better throughout this country, and 
especially in the West, and by December the 
money now circulating will have been through 
the several series of pockets which must first 
receive and distribute it, before that portion of 
the margin for comfort and luxury which falls 
to the book trade is ready for their pockets. 

The publishers have been so vigorous in pre- 
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paring for this revived trade that printers and 
binders are crowded with work, and there is 
great danger that belated orders may fare ill. 
The juveniles have been manufactured unusu- 
ally early, but the revival of standards still 
keeps the presses busy, and the holiday books 
proper will be ready none too early. We can- 
not too much impress upon publishers the 
importance of having their goods ready and 
bringing them to the attention of the trade in 
ample time, and upon jobbers and retailers the 
necessity of ordering early and in sufficiently 
large quantities to insure a large first supply. 
In illustrated works, there is the additional me- 
chanical difficulty in printing new editions, that 
the making ready has to be again cared for, and 
that good cut printing must wait the best press- 
es and cannot then be hurried. 

The supply of juveniles this year is immense, 
and the demand seems to respond toit. The 
reissuing of standard sets or works is, however, 
the notable feature of the season, and it is justi- 
fied practically by the demand and theoretically 
by the consideration that many people, in the 
straits of the past few years, have been unable 
to buy books which they did desire and will 
now buy, when presented to them in the form 
of new editions. This reasoning is probably 
sound, and retailers are likely todo well in 
making these standards a leading feature of 
their holiday stock. The number of new illus- 
trated books will perhaps not be quite so large 
as usual, though sufficient are under way to 
make an attractive showing ; more and more 
these books are taking the character of art 
works, etc., valuable for their text as well as 
attractive by their illustrations. 

We present elsewhere the announcement of 
our Christmas issue for 1879, to which we beg 
leave to call the immediate attention of pub- 
lishers and retailers. We have already begun 
work on the issue at this early date, and we 
ask publishers to support us in enabling us to 
present it promptly. We also urge retailers to 
send us in their orders at once, as paper is 
manufacturing both for the fine and the thin 
editions, and any increase of orders must be 
made atonce. The fine paper edition is priced 
at last year’s actual cost to us, but we are glad 
to have booksellers take a proportion of this, 
for their best customers, as a special card for 
us and forthem. The thin paper price covers 
but a small margin above manufacturing cost,. 
and presents a handsomer circular than can be 
independently gotten up for about double the 
money. We repeat our hope that publishers 
and retailers will second our endeavors to be 
well ahead of time this year, which they can do 


only by sending in their copy and their orders 
early.

HENRY CHARLES CAREY.

thew Carey, a name still remembered in the 
trade, was an Irish revolutionist in the days 
when revolution was European in scope, and 
was obliged in 1783 to quit Ireland for Paris. 
He returned the next year and edited in Dublin 
The Freeman’s Fournal and other papers, and 
for attacking Parliament in these sheets was 
thrown into prison. 
at once for America, and landed at Philadelphia 
1sth November, 1784. Here he built up a 
bookselling and publishing business, first in 
his own name, which has lasted in one shape 
or another longer than any house in the 
American trade except that of the Sowers. 
Henry went into his father’s store at the early 
age of eight, and combined study and store 
work till 1814, when, coming of age, he was 
admitted to the firm, which bore the style of 
Carey & Son. About the year 1821 Mr. Isaac 


Lea, who had married a sister of Henry C., | 


Carey, formed a copartnership with the father 
and son, continuing the business otherwise 
unchanged, except in style, which became M. 
Carey & Sons. It was Henry C. Carey who, 
in 1824, introduced into this country the system 
of periodical trade sales. In 1825 the sons suc- 
ceeded to the entire business, and the firm was 
Carey & Lea. Soon afterward a younger son 
was admitted to the partnership, and the firm 
was known as Carey, Lea & Carey, who were 
in their day the largest and most successful 
publishers in the United States. In 1828 Mr. 
Edward L. Carey, the junior partner, retired 
from the house, taking with him, by mutual ar- 
rangement, the retail part of the trade. He 
formed a partnership with Abraham Hart, and

writing. In 1836 he published an essay on the 
‘* Rates of Wages,” which was expanded into a 
large volume, entitled “ The Principles of Po- 
litical Economy,” published in 1839 and 1840.

Carey published ‘‘ The Credit System in France, 


1848, “ The Past, the Present, and the Future.” 
Succeeding works were those on ‘‘ The Slave 
Trade,” “Letters on International Copyright’”’ 
(1853 and 1868), “ French and American Tar- 


| iffs,” ‘‘ The Harmony of Interests,” and several 


others. He was also a contributor to the 
Tribune and other newspapers, writing almost 
exclusively on subjects connected with polit- 
ical economy. His ‘‘ Miscellaneous Works” 
were published in one volume in 1869. 

He enjoyed excellent health until very re- 


having been written in 1873, when he was in 
He lived to see his princi- 
pal writings translated into German, Russian, 
French, Italian, and Spanish. His eighty-third 
birthday was celebrated in Philadelphia by a 
fertal gathering of friends, and almost to the 
last he was a conspicuous and venerated figure 
in Philadelphia society. 

In a letter to the 77z+ume, Mr. Eugene L. Did- 
ier, who has recently been visiting Philadel- 
phia publishers with a view to his proposed 
‘* History of American Publishers,” gives some 
interesting reminiscences of Mr. Carey : 

‘*It is just two weeks since the present wri- 


| ter spent an hour or two with the late Henry C. 


Carey, of Philadelphia. The venerable man 
was reclining in his arm-chair, in his library, 


| surrounded by his favorite paintings, repre- 
| senting several of the best modern masters. 


** Mr. Carey was full of anecdotes of the past, 
his memory going back more than eighty years.

known also as publishers. Their successor in 
business is now Mr. Henry C. Baird, nephew 
of Henry C. Carey, and grandson of Matthew 
Carey, publisher of industrial books. The 
original house thereafter confined its efforts 
to bookmaking, and selling at wholesale its 
own publications, which for years embraced 
the widest range, including especially the 
works of Irving and Cooper, as well as reprints 
of all the popular English writers. In 1833 Mr. 
William A. Blanchard, who had long been an 
employee of the house, was taken into partner- 
ship and the firm became Carey, Lea & Blan- 
chard. In 1836 Mr. Henry C. Carey retired, 
and the firm became Lea & Blanchard. In 1851 
Mr. Isaac Lea retired, leaving his interests to 
his son, Mr. Henry Charles Lea, and the firm 
name was changed to Blanchard & Lea. This 
continued until 1865, when Mr. Blanchard re- 
tired, leaving the whole business to Mr. Lea, 
who has since conducted it alone, confining it, 
however, to medical and scientific works ex- 
clusively. 

Mr. Carey’s attention was early drawn to the 
Study of economics, and in 1835 he withdrew 
from the trade to devote himself to study and 
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This was 
anticipating the present trade sales which were 
inaugurated in New York in 1824. 

‘‘Although he was only eight years old when 
he made this visit, he was prepared for busi- 
ness, having brought with him 200 copies of 
the ‘ Universal Merchant,’ which were given 
to him by Francis Bailey, the Republican 
printer, during the Revolution. These books 
he traded off for more current literature, and 
was called the ‘bookseller in miniature.’ 
Matthew Carey, the father of Henry, had a 
branch store in Baltimore, which was under 
the management of Robert Patton. In 1804 
the latter determined to go West, and Henry 
Carey, although not twelve years old, was 
sent to Baltimore to take charge of the store 
there, which he did for six weeks, until a man 
was sent on to relieve him. The boy grew up 
among books—they were his toys, his play- 
things, his first and best companions. He 
could not remember when he did not know 
books. 

“Mr. Carey was a publisher from 1814 to 1838. 
His house acquired a national distinction from 
an arrangement made in 1828 fora seven years’ 
lease of the then published works of Washing- 
ton Irving, embracing ‘ Knickerbocker’s His- 
tory of New York,’ the ‘Sketch-Book,’ 
‘Bracebridge Hall,’ and the ‘ Tales of a Trav- 
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eller.’ By this agreement the publishers paid | books issued too late to be found in Allibo 


Irving $600 per annum. So profitable was this 
arrangement that, in 1835, when the first term 
expired, Mr. Carey was glad to renew it at 
$1150 perannum. For the lease of the copy- 
right of the ‘Conquest of Granada,’ for five 
years, he paid the author $4750, and $3000 for 
the privilege of publishing 5500 copies of the 
‘Alhambra,’ the time for disposing of said 
copies to expire in twenty-two months from the 
date of the contract, and $4000 was paid for the 
right of publishing 5000 copies of ‘ Astoria.’ 
In referring to the first contract, Washington 
Irving wrote from Spain: ‘I am right glad to 
have such spirited, off-hand booksellers to deal 
with in America as the Careys.’ 

“The house of Carey published the first col- 
lected edition of the essays of Macaulay, Syd- 
ney Smith, Carlyle and others. The English 
authors were paid for the privilege of issuing 
their works in this country. Mr. Carlyle ac- 
knowledged the courtesy in a characteristic 
letter, in which he said: ‘I cannot conclude 
without expressing my sincere acknowledg- 
ments, my hearty appreciation of your honor- 
able conduct. I accept the money as a very 
gratifying proof that there are men—not very 
frequently, alas !—who do not need the admoni- 
tion of the constable to do what beseems them 
in matters of business.’ ” 


SPAREN POS RS, SE, 
AMERICAN CATALOGUING. 
(From The Nation, Oct. 2d.) 


THE completion of “The American Cata- 
logue” deserves more than the passing notice 
which we gave it last week. Previous attempts 
at trade-lists of American literature have not 
been very successful. Roorbach’s unsatisfac- 
tory volumes (1820-’68) no doubt cost their 
compiler a certain amount of labor, and were 
useful to the booksellers, but for literary and 
library purposes were provokingly, exasper- 
atingly insufficient. Their omissions, their 
mistakes, their at best meagre information 
would excite the contempt of a German book- 
seller. The poverty of plan was matched by 
slovenliness of execution. Kelly’s two vol- 
umes (1861-71) were an improvement, yet left 
much to be desired. In this branch of bibli- 
ography we were worse off than the Germans of 
course, than the French, than the Dutch ; worse 
off even than the English, which is saying 
much. But our reputation is now in part re- 
trieved. We have not yet a bibliographical 
list of American literature that will compare 
with Keyser and Heinsius. And, in truth, the 
impression forced upon one in turning over 
these pages is that the greater part of American 
books do not deserve bibliographical descrip- 
tion. But although we have not all that we 
could desire, we have a list, probably nearly 
complete, of books in print and for sale July 1, 
1876, prepared with great trouble, and with as 


much fulness and exactitude as could be ex- | 


pected. That it is not better is not the fault 
of the compilers but of the American publish- 
ers, who are notoriously indifferent to the 
books they issue, except as articles of mer- 
chandise. This carelessness of publishers and 
neglect to reply to the circulars sent to them 
by the compilers has led to one of the serious 
defects of the book—the failure in many in- 
stances to give the date of publication. For all 
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where is one to look for the time of original an 


pearance ?—-often a question of considerable ip- 
terest in literary, scientifie and historical inves. 
tigations. The compilers have not depended 
solely on the publishers, but have searched 
catalogues of libraries and other sources with a 
result, on the whole, satisfactory, both as to 
this and other matters of detail, and so far as 
we have have had the opportunity of testing 
the work by use, it has seemed to be printed 
with unusual accuracy. Yet, with commendable 
honesty, in each part a list of errata is given 
and a request to readers for more. 





COPYRIGHT IN TITLES OF BOOKS. 


In the recent (English) case of Kelly against 
Byles, Vice-Chancellor Bacon had to consider 
whether the taking of a part of the title of a 
registered copyright without fraud and without 
any circumstance from which an animus furandi 
could be inferred was an infringement. 

There is a distinction between the case of a 
newspaper and that of a book. The Court of 
Appeal decided in Kelly against Hutton that 
there is nothing analogous to copyright in the 
name of a newspaper, although the proprietor 
can prevent the adoption of the same name for a 
similar publication, and it is a chattel interest 
capable of assignment. 

In Weldon against Dicks the plaintiff was the 
owner of a copyright ina tale called ‘‘ Triumphs 
and Temper.” The defendant had also pub- 
lished a tale under the same title. The court 
decided that the plaintiff’s title under the statute 
must prevail, although there was no similarity 
whatever between the contents of the two 
works. 

In Metzler against Wood the plaintiffs were 
the proprietors and publishers of an elementary 
musical work entitled ‘‘ Hemy’s Royal Modern 
Tutor for the Piano-forte.” The defendant em- 
ployed Hemy, the editor of the plaintiff's work, 
to re-edit an old piano-forte tutor by Jousse, of 
which they brought out a new edition under the 
title of ‘‘ Hemy’s New and Revised edition of 
Jousse’s Royal Standard Piano-forte Tutor,” the 
word “ Hemy” being in much larger type and 
more conspicuous on the title-page than that of 
Jousse. It was argued that there was nothing 
fraudulent in the use of the name, and that it 
was impossible to confound the two works to- 
gether. Vice-Chancellor Malins, however, came 
to a different conclusion, and this judgment 
was affirmed on appeal. 

The plaintiff in Mack against Petter was the 
publisher of a work which he claimed to have 
originated. It was called‘ The Birthday Scrip- 
ture Text-Book,” and consisted of a printed 


| diary, interleaved with a blank space opposite 


each day, with a text of Scripture appended. 
This was designed as a record of the birthdays 
of friends. After the publication of this book 
the defendants published and sold a work under 
the title of ‘‘ The Children’s Birthday Text- 
Book,” which was arranged upon precisely the 
same plan as that of the plaintiff’s publication, 
its only difference, it was alleged, being in the 
selection of texts and verses. Lord Romilly 
granted an injunction. While admitting that 


| the defendants would be at liberty to publish a 


daily text-book, and so far to adopt the scheme 
of the plaintiffs, he pointed out that it was the 
plaintiff's own idea to have a text-book associ- 
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ated with a birthday, and so to adapt it to re- 
ligious sentiments. The plaintiff was accord- 
ingly held to be entitled to a copyright in the 
use of the title “ Birthday Text-books,” what- 
ever other words might be associated with it, 
and the defendants were restrained from the 
publication of their work. 

Vice-Chancellor Bacon in Kelly against 
Byles said: ‘‘ No case has been referred to in 
which it has been suggested that tHe taking a 
part of the title of a registered copyright work 
without fraud and without anything from which 
the animus furandi can be inferred is an in- 
fringement of the present or of the preceding 
copyright acts.”—London Law Times.

T. B. PETERSON & Bro. promise to launch a 
sensation next week in anew anonymous novel,

circles. The scene is laid in England, though 
some American characters figure in it. The 
action takes place in high, middle, and what 
may be called low life, though it does not go so 
far into the depths of the latter as “ Oliver 
Twist.” At the same time, there will be pub- 
lished another new work by the author of 
“L’Assommoir,” Emile Zola, “The Markets of 
Paris” (La Ventre de Paris). 


J. B. Lippincotr & Co. are rapidly pushing 
forward their new publications, and have near- 
ly ready “‘ A Guide to the Popular Terms in 
‘Science and Art,” by C. Banks Brookes. The 
object of this little work is to enable a non- 
professional or non-scientific person to readily 
accomplish two things: to find the technical 
terms used in the arts and sciences by-merely 
knowing the popular words relating thereto, 
and to translate technical terms which he may 
meet with, but not understand, into popular 
language. For instance, by turning to the 
word “ Birds” the searcher will be guided to 
the term “Ornithology,” under which heading 
he will find grouped all the leading terms that 
relate to the structure, functions, classification, 
etc., of the feathered kingdom. This will 
prove a valuable hand-book. 
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C. Cottins & Co., No. 13 Astor Place, New 
York City, are publishing by subscription, under 
the title of ‘‘The American Continent” Be|- 
knap’s ‘‘ Biographies of the Early Discoverers.” 
Robertson’s ‘‘ History of South America” 
Grahame’s “ History of North America,” and 
Ramsay’s “ History of the United States,” sv 
arranged that they form a complete and contin- 
uous narrative. These works are supplemented 
and brought down to the present time, under 
the editorship of Mr. Frank Huntington. To 
them is added a chronology, historical, bio- 
graphical, and general, which is exceedingly 
full and in itself a most valuable work of refer- 
erence. The especial feature of the book is 
that it is perhaps the only work generally pro- 
curable that covers the history of Spanish- 
American countries, which are of growing in- 
terest to ourselves. 


G. P. Putnam’s Sons will next publish the 
new prose translation by C. H. Wall, in three 
volumes, of Moliére’s Dramatic Works, a trans- 
lation pronounced by some English critics ‘‘as 
good as can be made.” The interest in the 
creations of the greatest dramatist of France is 
decidedly on the increase in English countries, 
and this close version will be welcomed ac- 
cordingly. The edition includes a portrait and 
brief life of Moliére. The long-promised 
“ Notes on Railroad Accidents,” by Chas. Fran- 
cis Adams, Jr., who speaks with the authority 
of an official expert, being one of the Massa- 
chusetts Railroad Commissioners, comes just 
now with unfortunate timeliness. The work 
on ‘‘ Consumption, and How to Prevent it,” by 
Thos. J. Mayo, M.D., which will be ready at 
the same time, has a vital interest to a very 
large proportion of American communities. 


Maj. SERPA PINTO’s account of his journey 
across South Africa will be familiarly entitled, 
“The King’s Rifle,” with the explanation, 
“from the Atlantic to the Indian Sea, across 
unknown countries, and discovery of the great 
Zambesi affluents.”’ It will be illustrated with 
woodcuts from Maj. Pinto’s own sketches and 
photographs, and by 15 maps; and will be 
published simultaneously in Portuguese, 
French, German, and English. *‘‘ The publica- 
tion,” adds an exchange, “will cause a new 
demand for Stanley’s great book, The litera- 
ture of African discovery for the last fifteen 
years is very rich as well as extensive ; and in 
fact, what a remarkably interesting special 
library might be made out of Africa, from the 
Bible and Herodotus down.” Just such a li- 
brary, we may remark, is furnished in the large 
octavo on “ Africa,” published by Henry Holt 
& Co. 

WHEN ex-Secretary Borie accompanied Gen. 
Grant during part of his travels in the East, Dr. 
John M. Keating, Jr., M.D., was also a member 
of the party, being engaged professionally in at- 
tendance upon Mr. Borie.
